It is ironic that the Baruch committee re- 
port. on the national rubber situation, the 
first really straightforward, honest and square 
approach to a condition which can well spell 
defeat for the Allied Nations, should be criti- 
cized by a subcommittee of the senate agri- 
culture committee as “not meeting this ques- 
tion squarely.” 

That is exactly what the Baruch committee 
did do, met the question squarely and fear- 
lessly. If we had more the Baruch attitude 
to war problems the better would be our ef- 
fort for victory and the nearer would be the 
day of ultimate triumph—which will eventual- 
ly come—we hope. 

The senate subcommittee objected particu- 
larly to the committee recommendation that 
there be no further substitutions in present 
plans for synthetic rubber manufacture. The

enforce the use of farm products for the mak- 
ing of synthetic rubber. 

Now it may be quite possible to make syn- 
thetic rubber from excess crops of corn and 
grains and other things that grow on the 
farm. But the synthetic processes from other 
materials are already proven. In some plants 
they are already producing synthetic rubber in 
considerable quantity. 

To change the method of production, now, 
would be merely to waste time and there is 
nothing, in the problems of war, so valuable 
as time. To experiment with new plants for 
production of rubber by new and untried 
methods would be criminally stupid use of ma- 
terials needed urgently for other war con- 
struction. 

The truth is the senate subcommittee 
composed, chiefly, of professional anti-Roose- 
still disgruntled because he 
to enforce usage of agriculture 
products in synthetic rubber making. The 
President, in his veto message, gave excellent 
reason for his action. He said the bill would 
“block the progress of the war production pro- 
gram” by decentralizing control of rubber pro- 
duction. 

A small thing, apparently, in the minds of 
senators who think, by spouting criticism of 
honest and constructive reports they can win 
a few votes from farmers who have been led 
to believe they would profit by the use of grain 
alcohol in making synthetic rubber.

WHO ARE THE BRAVE? It is possible to have a lively, and 
even a fist-and-skull, discussion 


about England and English politics. England has been a very real- 
istic nation in so far as England was concerned and I would not 
deny any man his right to speak loudly and at length about it.

They were 
Staff Sergeant Kenneth Stemphen, of Russell, 
Minn.; Corporal William Brady, of Grand 
Forks, N. D.; Sergeant Alex Szima, of Dayton, 
Ohio, and Corporal Franklin M. Koons, of Swea 
City, lowa. They were tired but happy. They 

could talk of nothing but the Commandos. 

“‘T'd like to get hold of that louse back home,’ husky Corporal 
Brady said, clenching his big hands, ‘who told me that the British 
can’t fight. My God, I never saw anything like it!’ 

“*We'd have been dead a dozen times if it hadn't been for our 
superior officers,’ Szima added. ‘They're the greatest fighters in 
the world. They make us look like sissies.’ 

“*How about that sergeant major we carried out?’ Koons said. 
‘He had a hole in his belly you could stick your fist through and yet 
every few minutes he'd yell “Down!” and we'd drop flat, and sure 
enough, machinegun bullets would go over his head.’ 

“I fell for that propaganda at home myself,’ Stemphen said. 
‘Who the hell started it, anyhow? Talk about the Russians! If 
they’re half as good as these British, they’re terrific.’ ” 

That’s a fair estimate, I think. No sensible person would argue 
that any nation won't fight. I suppose even the Italians would if 
they had anything worth fighting for and not merely I! Duce. 


THE STORIES OF DYING 


Nazi machine.

You may think of them trying stand 
motorized trucks and men on machines who 
protecting umbrella of planes and bombers. 

A man could hardly die bravely enough for one to notice in 
that swift war in which spears of steel and walls of iron advanced 
against skin and bone and flesh. 

Before he could even be afraid the quick death had got him 
and gone on. Or it had sent him cowering in ditches for the 
machineguns of planes to find and kill. 

The weary, dog-tired men who were taken off the beaches at 
Dunkirk didn’t much care. They were far gone, worn to death. 

There was enormous bravery in it, but it never stopped for men 
to see it or mark it down. I imagine that in the years to come 
there will be men who will remember some single instance of man 
against the machine; some vital, deeply etched scene of man’s 
capacity for courage and bravery. 

The courage was there. But the Germans moved on, wiping it 
out, crushing it, turning courage to futility. 

All peoples have courage. It is something that cannot be en- 
tirely crushed out.

The Dieppe raid was rather costly. 
It proved that men and tanks could 
landed on the occupied coast. 

It also demonstrated that, without proper preparation, the 
second front will be costly in blood and men beyond what has been 
imagined. 

It must be kept in mind that for 10 years the Japanese have 
been preparing for this, and that for seven years the Germans 
were training men, building machines, planes, tanks. and piling 
up tremendous reserves in all materials and all machines. 

The Germans have put big guns—some of them from 
Maginot Line—on the coast. They have built deep defenses. 

Reynolds concluded his article, in Collier's, with this analysis: 
. “My own view is that the two things lacking were a terrific 
air bombardment before the landing, and the use of parachute 
troops. It is true that when you do a preliminary bombing you 
forfeit the element of surprise. It is also true that only by bombing 
or dive bombing can gun batteries effectively be silenced and 
troops allowed to land without having to face a suicidal fire. Para- 
chute troops dropped a few miles inland could have taken the pill 
boxes which bothered our men so and could have prevented rein- 
forcements from coming up from the rear. 

“There will be a second front some day. But the question of a 
second front is not a political question, as so many people seem 
to think. It is entirely a military question. The military leaders 
of the United Nations are studying the Dieppe raid today, learning 
lessons they needed to learn. War can only be fought by trial and 
error. It can’t be fought on paper. Men died during’ those nine 
hours we were at Dieppe but their lives were not wasted When 
the final assault takes place, every lesson learned during those 
nine horrible hours will be utilized. Lives will be saved then be- 
cause of the Dieppe raid. 

“But the greatest lesson of all that we learned at Dieppe was 
this. Given the opportunity, the British and Canadians fight like 
Russians. That is nice to know.”

When a man is accused of murder or any other maior crime and 
a jury declares him innocent, earnest citizens are likely to ask: 
“If this man is not guilty, why do the police drop the case? Some- 
body committed the crime. Why doesn’t the law keep hunting till 
it finds the right man? | 

The answer is found in the methods of the law. 

When a murder is committed, the police don’t make hit-or-mice 
arrests. They investigate and find evidence and question witnesses, 
Convinced that John Doe did the killing, they arrest: him. 

John is taken before the lowest court for his fitst trial. This 
lowest court, having different names in different states, hears what 
John has to say for himself, but is convinced of his probable guilt 
and holds him for a higher court. 

Now the public prosecutor, who also has different names. takes 
charge of the case. He and his experienced helpers study the evi- 
dence gathered by the police, question more witnesses and make 
further investigation to find more complete evidence. Then. being 
morally certain that John is guilty, the public prosecutor gives the 
case to the grand jury. 

Now begins John’s real trial. The grand jury is composed of 
12 or some greater number of men—-all responsible citizens, reputed 
to be sensible and respectable. This grand jury has almost un- 
limited power and can be the community’s greatest assurance of 
justice and good government. 

It studies the evidence against John, makes such further investi- 
gation as seems justified, and at last finds a “true bill” of indictment. 

In short, it finds John guilty. And though all human judgments 
are fallible, that true bill means John is guilty beyond any reason- 
able doubt. 

What follows—the trial before 12 of John’s peers—is only a 
contest between lawyers, refereed by a judge. If John’s lawyer 
can “fix” the jury, or trick it, or take advantage of its ignorance 
or prejudice, or convince it by perjured testimony, it may bring in 
a verdict that outrages justice and decency and declare John 
innocent. 

No further effort is made to find the guilty man because every- 
body concerned knows John is guilty. The trial served only to 
insure him against punishment.
